commercial greatness, and the wealth and pop 
ulation of Milwaukee. 


The very growth and prosperity of our city 


which will be the certain result of the construe 
tmu of these Railroads, will surely enable the 
city to protect and maintain inviolate,her cred 
it and good name, so far as concerns the pay 
ment of the interest and principal ofany Bond 
which she may issue to aid in tho construction 
of these Railroads, even though the companiei 
to whom they may be issued, should neglect o: 
refuse to pay tho same. But, with proper pre 
caution, tbe city need not fear that she wit 
be called upou hy taxation, to provide for the 
interest or principal of any of the City Bonds 
issued to aid in the construction of these Rail- 
roads,because for every dollar of indebtedness 
thus created, aha can and must exact and ob 
tain,before the i.ssue of any bonds to any Com 
pany full and at:ple security from such Com 
pany, to protect and save tbe city harmless, 
as against the payment of any interest or prin- 
cipal of the Bon Is so issued to such company. 


Thus far the city has not suffered In creditor 


honor, by any loan of city Bonds heretofore 
made to any of our railroad companies, and i 
ia equally certain that she will be much more 
able to protect and maintain her credit ant 
good name. 
When all these railroads are 


completed, even with an indebtedness to the 
amount of two millions of dollars, created to 
in the construe: ion of these railroads, thai 
she would be with half the amount, and only 
two or three railroad*. 


The committee therefore report the follow* 


ing retolution, a id recommend the 
adoption 


of the same, as in e*preation of tbit Council 
upon the application of the Milwaukee and 
Superior railroad company for city aid, to wit: 


Ketofred, That in the opinion of this Coun- 


cil, tbe immediate construction of tbe Milwau 
kae and Superior railroad, i* essential to th« 
interest* of the city, and tbe perfection ot a 
sy*t«m of railroads centering into our ettjr, 
which will, at no distant day, make Milwaukee 
one of tbe first, if Dot the tttyfnt 
city ia the 


west, in point ot population, wealth and com*, 
mercial influence, and tbat therefore this Com- 
mon Council is in favor of extending tbe e«r« 
porr-te aid of tha eity to tbe construction of 
said railroad, provided tbe propositisn shall 
first be approved by tbe vote of tbe people.aod 
the company shall fully secure the city against 
all losses, expenses or coat, by reaion of t«ob 
aid a* provided by law.
